Man was at firſt created holy and happy in the 133 
of GOD. The Soul of Adam was filled with Thoughts of 
600, and Love to him. The Glory of GOD was bis End 
in all that he did. A Senſe of GOD, Love to G00, and 
Satisfaction in the Will of GOD, made up the Happineſs of 
Adam in Paradiſe. The Soul was ſatisfied and crowded with 
the Enjoyment of the Infinite Being; and a Senſe of his 
Glories, and his Love. 7 
But no ſooner did Adam fin, and renounce this Happineſs, a 
than GOD forſook him, and he was left deſtitute and empty. 
That Soul which was once filled full of GOD, has now in it a 
vaſt Chaſm. We feel indeed our want of-Happineſs : But our 
dark Minds know not where to find it.

Then they 
put off the Point of Happineſs a little further, and ſtill think 
on ſomeTemporal Good which they have not yet enjoyed. If 
they obtain this too, they are ſtill diſappointed, Thus they » 
go on from one Deceit to another, till Death overtakes them, 
before they have tried their laſt Project. This has been the 
Caſe of all Mankind, a very few excepted, from Adam until 
now : Nor will Men take Warning after all. All paſt Exam- 
% ples, and all their own Experience to this Moment, will make 
no laſting Impreſſion on them. They have loſt. their Hap- 
pineſs in GOD : they wander from Creature. to Creature 
in Purſuit of it. Madneſs is in their Hearts while they 
live; and after that they go down unto the Dead.
